to show that 1916 was a turning point 
In tho history of coke, It Is offered by 
tho changes that aro forecast In the 
Connollsvillo coko trade. ?or many 
years .that area In Pennsylvania has 
been foremost not only In tho United 
States but In the world as a producer 
ot coke—practically all of It made in 
beohlvo ovens— and Connellsvlllo coko 
has boon the recognized standard. Al-
